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Wholesale Prices in 1929. (Page 39.) 

Index numbers of wholesale prices for 1929 and 
1928 are respectively 84-4 and 82-1 (basis, 1924= 
100). Thus a decline of about 2:7 per cent: occurred 
on the year. Since 1924 there has been a fall of 
17-9 per cent., but the greater part, 14-8 per cent., 
took place before the close of 1927. 


Indian Tea in 1928-29. (Page 41.) 

Acreage under tea in India in 1928 showed an in- 
crease of 17,000, or 2 per cent. over 1927. Produc- 
tion of tea rose from 391 million lbs. to 4032 million 
lbs. Exports in the fiscal year 1928-29 declined 
2 million lbs. to 368 million Ibs. The United King- 


dom took 299 million lbs., as against 307 million Ibs. 
in 1927-28. 





Indian Government Stores. (Page 43.) 

We give the text of a Resolution of the Govern- 
ment of India regarding the rupee purchase of 
Government stores in India, and of the rules for the 
supply of articles required to be purchased for the 
public service. These will come into force on Janu- 
ary 1, 1931, but it is stated that they may be 
applied in the interval whenever convenient. 


Estonian Trade with the United Kingdom. (Page 52.) 
We give a short review of the trade between 
[stonia and the United Kingdom during the first 
three quarters of 1929, together with the compara- 
tive figures for the years 1928 and 1927. The values 
of the chief imports and exports are shown. 


New Capital Issues in 1929. (Page 54.) 

Except in August and September a far smaller 
amount of new capital was issued in the United 
Kingdom in December than in any other month of 
1929. The total for the year, £253:74 million, com-

£78 million, railways for £14:25 million, and 
financial, land, investment and trust companies for 
£44°83 million.

Increases in tonnage ranging from 4:3 to 15:4 per 
cent. are shown for November as compared with the 
same month of 1928. 


Import and Export Prohibitions. (Page 59.) 

A further conference on the movement to 
abolish import and export prohibitions and restric- 
tions was held in Paris last month. Seventeen 
countries have now signed the protocol to the 
International Convention. 


Increased Finnish Customs Duties. (Page 61.) 
Import duties on about 70 of the so-called 
‘“ starred ’’ items in Finland’s Customs Tariff have 
been raised as from January 1. Goods affected 
include motor cars, gramophones, various textile 
goods and some luxury articles. 


Portuguese Consular Fees Reduced. (Page 63.) 
As from January 1 the fees charged by Portuguese 
Consular Officers for endorsements of declarations of 
cargo have been lowered. 


Jugo-Slav Tariff Reductions. (Page 63.) 

In virtue of the Commercial Convention with 
Spain which was signed in September last import 
duties on various foodstuffs, textiles and cork wares 
have been reduced.

INFLAMMABILITY OF COAL DUST. 


Coal dusts vary greatly in their degree of inflamma- 
bility, but there has not existed hitherto a laboratory 
test of this inflammability capable of replacing satis- 
factorily the laborious and rather costly method of 
repeated trial in large scale explosion galleries. ‘The 
difficulties involved in producing a simple test were 
discussed in Safety in Mines Research Board Paper 
No. 31, published a year or two ago. 


Such a test has now been evolved and is described 
in Paper No. 56, by A. L. Godbert and R. V. Wheeler, 
just published. (H.M. Stationery Office, price 6d. 
net.) The method of test is to measure the inflamma- 
bility by ascertaining the proportion of inert dust 
necessary to suppress inflammation when small 
quantities are blown by oxygen through a heated tube. 
It has been proved to give results comparable with the 
explosion gallery trials. 


A refinement of the same test was used to study the 
effect of the fineness and chemical composition of coal 
dust on its inflammability. Safety in Mines Research 
Board Papers Nos. 33 and 48 had shown that the in- 
flammability of a coal dust ran roughly with its volatile 
matter content, but there were notable exceptions to 
the general rule. Paper No. 56 proves that there is a 
much closer relationship between the inflammability 
of a coal dust and the reactivity of its ulmin com- 
pounds, as demonstrated by their relative capacity for 
absorbing oxygen. Occluded gases were found not to 
affect materially the inflammability of the dusts.

GERMAN RECOGNITION. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the 
Foreign Office, a Bronze Plaquette and Diploma for 
Captain P. O. Britten, Master; a binocular glass for 
Mr. W. E. Tanton, First Mate; and £2 each for C. J. 
Adams, J. Cook, G. W. Ellis, R. G. Hewitt, W. 
Johnson and T. P. Quinn, Quartermasters, of the 
British s.s. ‘‘ Khiva,’’ of Liverpool. 


These awards have been made by the German 
Government in recognition of the assistance rendered 
by the ‘‘ Khiva’’ to the German s.s. “‘ Giessen,’’ 
which was in distress in the channel between the 
Button Rocks and Bonham Pass, about 110 miles from 
Shanghai, on March 13, 1929. 


The ** Khiva ’’ was on a voyage from Shanghai to 
Hong Kong when, shortly after midnight on March 12, 
distress signals were observed from the ‘‘ Giessen.’’ 
The “‘ Khiva *’ approached to within half a mile of the 
wreck and took on board two passengers and five mem- 
bers of the crew of the ‘‘ Giessen ’’ from one of the 
latter ship’s boats. This boat then returned to the 
wreck and, shortly afterwards, a lifeboat was sent from 
the *‘ Khiva ’’; but upon reaching the wreck it was 
found that the remaining members of the crew had, 
meanwhile, been transferred to the lighthouse on 
Button Rock. 


The ‘‘ Khiva ’’ wirelessed for a salvage tug and con- 
tinued to stand by the wreck until the afternoon of 
March 13, when a salvage tug arrived from Shanghai; 
she then proceeded to Hong Kong, where the survivors 
on board were landed.

CONTRACTS FOR NEW BUILDINGS FOR 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


The Building Committee of the League of Nations, 
appointed in accordance with the Assembly resolution 
of September 25, 1924, to supervise the work of con- 
struction of the League’s new buildings, comprising 
the great Assembly Hall, the Secretariat building and 
the Library, has recently had under consideration the 
method to be followed in inviting tenders and allotting 
contracts for the work. 


The Committee, while desiring to make it possible 
for all firms to compete who wish to do so and can 
satisfy the Committee of their competence to carry 
out satisfactorily the work which might be allotted to 
them, realised that it was impracticable to insert 
separate advertisements for each individual contract in 
the press of all countries, not only on grounds of 
economy but also in view of the delay which would 
inevitably result in the allotment of each contract. 


The Building Committee have therefore decided to 
invite firms wishing to tender for any work what- 
soever, even for work which cannot be undertaken for 
some time yet, to register their names and references 
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with the Secretariat forthwith. After examination of 
references a list of approved firms in each trade will be 
established and only firms figuring on this list will be 
allowed to tender.

APPOINTMENT OF AGENTS IN NEW GREECE. 


The Department of Overseas Trade desire to draw 
the attention of firms appointing agents in Greece to 
the desirability, wherever possible, of appointing 
separate agents for “‘ New’”’ and ‘“‘ Old’”’ Greece. 
Trade in New Greece (i.e., Macedonia, Thrace, etc., 
for which Salonika makes a suitable centre) is con- 
ducted on somewhat different lines from that of Old 
Greece and cannot, as a rule, be adequately carried 
on by means of sub-agents appointed from Athens. 





EAST AFRICAN COTTON AND COTTON-SEED 
EXPORTS. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in East Africa reports 
that during September last exports of cotton from 
Uganda amounted to 4,300,264 shillings, of which 
2,399,982 shs. went to India and Burma; 918,644 shs. 
to Great Britain; 789,758 shs. to Japan and 191,880 
shs. to Spain. 

Tanganyika Territory exports of cotton totalled 
82,598 shs., India and Burma taking 61,698 shs. and 
Japan 20,900 shs. 

Cotton-seed exports from Uganda were valued at 
735,200 shs., all of which went to Great Britain. 





ASSAY OF PLATINUM JEWELLERY IN 
HOLLAND. 


The Commercial Secretary, H.M. Legation, The 
Hague, has reported that an announcement has 
appeared in the Dutch press to the effect that it is 
the intention of the Netherlands Government to intro- 
duce regulations governing the assay and hall-marking 
of platinum jewellery. 

It is proposed to fix the purity content at 
950/1,000ths and to levy a duty of one florin per 
gramme, 





DENMARK’S MOTOR VEHICLE CENSUS. 


The Danish Statistical Department has published 
the result of a census of motor vehicles showing that 
on September 30 last the total number of motor 
vehicles of all kinds registered in Denmark was 
118,898, or one for every 30 inhabitants. A year 
before the total was 107,971, or one for every 32. 
This is an increase of 10-6 per cent. and two-thirds of 
the advance was registered in farming districts. 


Of the registered total 1,104 were route and other 
omnibuses, 8,160 taxi-cabs and other smaller commer- 
cial vehicles, while 27,958 were lorries and delivery 
vans. The rest—61,078—were largely private cars. 
The last category showed the greatest increase on the 
year, viz.: 11:3 per cent., but lorries and delivery 
vans followed closely with a rise of 10-7 per cent. 
Route and other omnibuses rose by 7:7 per cent., but 
taxi-cabs by only 53 per cent. All but nine of the 
98,300 automobiles were petrol driven and more than 
half the total belonged to farming districts, over 4 
quarter to provincial towns, and the rest (20,308) 
to Copenhagen.

CouRSE OF Prices Sincr 1924. 


As measured at the Board of Trade, wholesale 
prices were, on the average, lower in 1929 than in 1928 
by about 2-7 per cent., the index numbers for the two 
years being 82-1 and 84-4 respectively (1924=100). 
The following table indicates the extent of the fall 
in the general level of wholesale prices, year by year, 
sirice 1924:— 























It will be seen from the foregoing figures that whole- 
sale prices in 1929 were nearly one-fifth (17-9 per 
cent.) lower than in 1924, and that the greater part 
of the decline (namely, 14-8 per cent.) took place in 
the period to the end of 1927, the downward move- 
ment in 1928 and 1929 being much smaller than in 
the three preceding years.

The index (all articles) for the first quarter of 1929 
was 83-6, those for the second and third quarters were 
both at a lower level (82-2 and 82-1 respectively), 
while a further fall to 80-7 was recorded in the last 
quarter. As shown by the index numbers in the table 
above, cereals realised their highest prices of the year 
in August (90°9) but declined from that point to 
December (82-4). Meat and fish prices moved sharply 
upward in December, while the other foods included 
dropped in price in August and again in December. 
No marked fluctuations in iron and steel prices are 
shown in 1929, but, as in the case of non-ferrous 
metals and minerals, the tendency was for prices to 
rise. Cotton prices steadily declined, while the down- 
ward movement of other textile prices (particularly 
those for wool) was even more marked. Miscellaneous 
industrial materials also became cheaper. 


COMPARISON OF GROUP INDEX NUMBERS IN 1929 
WITH THOSE IN EARLIER YEARS. 


While the general level of wholesale prices in 1929 
was lower than in 1928, the annual average index 
numbers for two groups, namely, meat and fish, and 
non-ferrous metals and minerals (Group V.) were 
appreciably higher in the later than in the earlier 
year. Iron and steel prices were also slightly higher, 
but the index numbers for all the other groups 
showed a decline, comparing the average for 1929 with 
the average for 1928. 

The wholesale prices for food in December, 1929. 
were about 15 per cent. lower than in 1924 and 5 per 
cent. lower than a year ago; and industrial materials 





averaged 23 per cent. cheaper compared with the base 
year 1924, and 34 per cent. cheaper than in December, 
1928. The largest decline in any group in December, 
1929, compared with the averages for 1924, is in the 
ease of cotton (37 per cent.). The only increase is for 
meat and fish (nearly 3 per cent.), but this is due to 
seasonal causes, the average for meat and fish over 
the whole of 1929 being 4:8 per cent. below the 1924 
average. 


MOVEMENT OF COMMODITY PRICES IN 1929. 


Cereals.—The index number for this group in 1929 
was 86:1, compared with 93°1 in 1928. Wheat and flour 
prices were lower generally in the first six months of 
1929 and higher in the last six months, as compared 
with prices in the corresponding periods of 1928. The 
weekly ‘‘ Gazette Average’’ for British wheat was 
9s. 6d. per cwt. at the beginning of 1929, 10s. per cwt. 
being realised early in May; prices rose sharply in July 
and August, 12s. 3d. per cwt. being quoted for the 
week ended August 10. From that point, however, 
prices declined equally sharply in September, and re- 
mained on the lower level, 9s. 6d. per cwt. being the 
price at the end of the year. Imported wheat was 
dearer at the end of the year than at the beginning, 
Manitoba wheat realising 55s. 6d. per 496 lbs. for No. 2 
Northern, ex ship, in London, at December 31, 1929, 
and 49s. 9d. a year earlier. At the same dates the spot 
price at Liverpool for Rosafé wheat was 9s. 94d. and 
9s. ld. per ecwt. respectively. Straight run flour in 
London rose from 32s. 6d. per sack of 280 lbs. at the 
beginning of the year to 43s. per sack in July, declining

to 35s. per sack. in November, but closing the year at 
39s. 6d. per sack. The average prices realised for 
Norwich household flour and for Glasgow imported flour 
were higher than the London quotations, but the move- 
ment of prices was much the same as that shown for 
the London description of flour. In the case of British 
barley the weekly ‘‘ Gazette Average’’ fell from 
10s. 1d. per ewt. at the beginning of the year to 9s. 4d. 
per cwt. at the end of June, from that date rising to 
lls. 5d. per ecwt. early in September and falling again 
to 8s. 10d. per cwt. at the end of the year. British 
feeding barley and Californian malting barley both be- 
came considerably cheaper during the year. Prices for 
oats and maize were fairly well maintained during the 
first eight months of the year, but fell considerably 
during the later months. Oatmeal cheapened by £3 
per ton early in November. Rice became somewhat 
cheaper during the year, while tapioca prices hardened 
in the last three months. 


Meat and Fish.—The index number for this group in 
1929 was 95:2, compared with 91-7 in 1928. Scotch and 
English beef cheapened in the spring, but showed a 
considerable seasonal rise in price in December. No 
wide fluctuations were shown in the movement of 
Scotch and English mutton prices in 1929, but the 
prices realised in March to June were considerably 
lower than those obtained in the same period of 1928. 
Argentine chilled and frozen beef became dearer and 
generally averaged higher in price than in 1928, while 
New Zealand lamb became cheaper and realised lower 
prices than a year earlier. British pork made better 
prices in each month of 1929 than in the corresponding 
month of 1928. Fluctuations in bacon prices were be- 
tween 120s. per cwt. (January) and 154s. per ecwt. 
(April) for Wiltshire smoked, 104s. per ewt. (January) 
and 152s. per cwt. (April) for Irish green, 82s. per cwt. 
(February) and 106s. per ewt. (May) for American green 
bellies, and 98s. per ewt. (January) and 140s. per cwt. 
(April) for Danish green. For eggs the seasonal varia- 
tions were between 11s. 104d. and 27s. 6d. per 120 in 
the case of Irish and 12s. 44d. and 27s. 6d. per 120 
in the case of Danish. Of the four descriptions of fish 
for which prices are included in the calculation, cod and 
plaice realised exceptionally ‘high prices in October, 
and generally fish prices were higher in the last six 
months of 1929 than a year earlier. 


Other Foods.—The index number for this group in 
1929 was 82:4, compared with 90-4 in 1928. From April 
onwards British dairy butter realised lower prices in 
each month than in 1928, averaging about 192s. per 
cwt. in December, 1929, and 205s. per ewt. in Decem- 
ber, 1928. In the same months Danish butter averaged 
185s. and 213s. per cwt. respectively, and New Zealand 
butter 169s. 6d. and 188s. per cwt, respectively. Both 
Cheddar and Canadian cheese were cheaper at the end 
of 1929 than at the beginning. Potatoes, while follow- 
ing the usual seasonal movement in prices, were con- 
siderably cheaper in 1929 than in 1928. Sugar and tea 
were also cheaper, the drop in Indian tea prices (ex. 
duty) averaging 4d. per lb. during the year; the duty 
on all teas was repealed on April 22, 1929. 


Metals and Minerals.—The index number for iron 
and steel in 1929 was 79°9, as compared with 78-6 in 
1928; and,for other metals and minerals the figures 
were 83°5 in 1929 and 78-0 in 1928. Increases were 
effected in 1929 for each of the five descriptions of pig 
iron included in the calculation, the rises in price vary- 
ing from 2s. 6d. to 10s. per ton. In no case was there 
any setback in price throughout the year, the closing 
quotations per ton at the end of December being hema- 
tite, West Coast (mixed numbers), £4 10s., Cleveland 
No. 8 foundry, £3 12s. 6d. ; Derby, Leicester and Notts, 
No.8 foundry, £3 8s.6d.; Northampton No. 8 foundry, 
£3 5s.; and Scottish No. 8 foundry, £3 18s. Wrought 
iron hoops fell by 10s. per ton in June, while wrought 
iron, Cleveland crown bars and marked bars (Staffs.) 
advanced by 10s. per ton in April and October respe- 
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tively. Other advances in price during 1929 for iron 
and steel descriptions were (per ton) :—Joists, 12s. 6d. ; 
angles, England and Scotland, 5s. in May and 5s. in 
December; flat bars, 5 to 8 inches, 5s. in October and 
5s. in December; and steel rivets, 5s. in February. 
The principal decreases in price were (per ton) :—Boiler 
plates, 17s. 6d. end of August and September; steel 
hoops (Staffs.), 10s. rise in April followed by falls of 
10s. in May, 10s. in June and 5s. in October; and gal- 
vanised corrugated sheets, a net drop of 17s. 6d. 


The indices for the ten descriptions of coal for which 
prices are included in the calculation show that, on the 
average, coal was approximately 54 per cent. dearer in 
1929 than in 1928. Comparing the prices ruling at the 
end of December, 1929, with those a year earlier, South 
Wales large steam and smokeless seconds showed ad- 
vances of 9d. and 3d. per ton respectively, and Durham 
gas and furnace coke advances of 2s. 4d. and 5s. 6d. per 
ton respectively. Most of the household descriptions of 
coal became dearer, the increases varying from ls. to 
3s. per ton. Fifeshire screened navigation coal fetched 
18s. per ton at the beginning of the year, 19s. 6d. per 
ton throughout March and part of April, but only 
17s. 6d. per ton from May to mid-November, when 18s. 
per ton was again quoted. 


Among non-ferrous metals, electrolytic copper rose in 
price from £77 5s. per ton at the beginning of the year to 
£111 10s. per ton at the end of March, but fell sharply, 
and, after the early part of April, the price did not ex- 
ceed £85 per ton; the quotation at the end of Decem- 
ber was £82 10s. per ton. English lead advanced from 
£23 10s. per ton early in January to £29 10s. per ton 
towards the end of March, fell £4 per ton in April, and 
was quoted at £23 5s. per ton at the end of December. 
Straits tin opened the year at about £225 per ton, the 
highest and lowest of the weekly quotations during the 
year being about £236 (February) and £179 (Novem- 
ber). Comparing the average prices in 1929 with those 
for 1928, copper and lead realised higher prices, while 
tin became cheaper. Ordinary zinc spelter cheapened 
by about £6 per ton during 1929. 


Textiles.—The index number for cotton in 1929 was 
67:8, as compared with 72:1 in 1928; and for other 
textiles the figures were 77:1 in 1929 and 84:2 in 1928. 
Prices for raw cotton were, on the average, lower in 
1929 than in 1928. Comparing prices at the end of 
December, 1929 and 1928, American middling shows a 
fall of more than 1d. per lb., and Egyptian Sakellaridis 
(fully good fair) a fall of more than 5d. per lb. The 
highest and lowest prices for these descriptions of 
American and Egyptian raw cotton were 11:14d. and 
9-31d. per Ib. for the former, and 19°60d. and 13-95d. 
per lb. for the latter. The high prices were recorded in 
mid-March and the low rates in December. American 
cotton yarns cheapened, on the average, by 2d. to 3d. 
per lb., Egyptian cotton yarns by 33d. to 64d. per lb., 
and cotton cloths by amounts varying from 9d. to 2s. 6d. 
per piece. 

Raw wool, Southdown tegs or ewes, cheapened 
from 273d. per lb. at the beginning of January to 213d. 
per lb. at the end of June (the lowest price for two 
years), but from mid-July until the end of the year it 
sold at between 23d. and 24d. per lb. During the year 
wool tops in oil (merino 64’s average) ranged from 47d. 
per lb. in January to 304d. per Ib. in October, while the 
quotations for crossbred colonial carded tops in oil at 
the same dates were 264d. and 21d. per lb. Each de- 
scription of woollen varn included in the calculations 
became cheaper. Other textiles which became 
cheaper were linen yarns (line wefts and cambric 
warps), raw silk, jute, and hemp. 


Miscellaneous Industrial Materials.—The index 
number for this group in 1929 was 86-0, as compared 
with 90°3 in 1928. Among the chemicals included 
sulphuric acid (pyrites 168°) became cheaper in Decem- 
ber and ammonium sulphate (by 24s. per ton) in July. 
Soda carbonate crystals advanced 5s. per ton early in 
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January. Australian tallow declined in price from 45s. 
(January 2) to 88s. (December 18) per cwt., while at 
the same dates raw linseed oil realised £34 and £48 10s. 
per ton. Chemical wood pulp, sulphite bleached, was 
quoted at £17 5s. per ton at the beginning of 1929, as 
compared with £15 per ton at the end. Hides and skins 
were considerably cheaper in 1929 than in 1928, the 
average net decreases in the price of hides ranging from 
1§d. to 24d. per lb. Rubber, ribbed smoked sheets, was 
quoted at 8;4d. per lb. at the end of 1928, rose to 123d. 
per lb. at the beginning of March, but fell again to 
93d. a month later. From 114d. per lb. in July the 
price declined steadily to 743d. per Ib. at the end of 
December, a net decrease of 3d. per lb. from the price a 
year earlier.

Comparison of the December averages for the 53 
articles of food with the November averages shows 22 
increases, of which 20 were of less than 10 per cent. 
and one was of between 10 and 15 per cent., and 23 
decreases, of which 18 were of less than 10 per cent. 
and 2 were of between 10 and 15 per cent. The 
averages for the 97 industrial materials show 19 in- 
creases, all of less than 10 per cent., and 41 decreases 
including 39 of less than 10 per cent. and 2 of between 
10 and 15 per cent. Thirty of the increases (food 12) 
and 45 of the decreases (food 12) were of less than 5 
per cent. 


The comparison of the average prices for December, 
1929, with those for December, 1928, shows that there 
was a rise in 56 cases (21 in the food groups) and a 
fall in 80 cases (29 in the food groups). Thirty-eight 
of the increases and an equal number of the decreases 
did not exceed 10 per cent. The largest increases were 
in the cases of fish (45 per cent.) and linseed oil (over 
40 per cent.), and the largest decreases in the cases of 
onions (over 40 per cent.) and apples (over 35 per 
cent.).

BRITISH INDIA. 





TEA MOVEMENTS IN 1928-29. 


The total area under tea in 1928 was 773,000 acres, 
or 2 per cent. more than in the preceding year, states 
the ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ’’ in a statistical statement 
dealing with the production of tea in the calendar year 
1928 and with the trade figures of the fiscal year 
1928-29.* The area abandoned in the year was 7,200 
acres, while the new extensions (including replanting 
in areas abandoned in previous years) amounted to 
24,200 acres. Thus there was a net increase of 17,000 
acres during the year. The figures are for the most 
part those reported by planters. In the case of those 
plantations for which figures have not been so reported, 
estimates have been made by local officers. Special 
efforts were, as usual, made to procure returns direct 
from non-reporting gardens, and these efforts have been 
successful except in the case of 39 out of a total of 
704 gardens in Southern India, and in the case of one 
out of a total of 980 gardens in Assam. 


AREAS CULTIVATED. 


Including the area estimated for these forty gardens, 
the total area under tea in 1928 was distributed among 
the different provinces as shown below :—

Kighty per cent. of the total area under tea in India 
lies in Assam (in the Brahmaputra and Surma Valleys) 
and in the two contiguous districts (Darjeeling and 
Jalpaiguri) of Northern Bengal. The elevated region 
over the Malabar Coast in Southern India (includ- 
ing the State of Travancore and the British districts of 
Malabar, Nilgiris, and Coimbatore) contains 16 per 
cent. of the total. 





* The reason for comparing the trade figures for the fiscal 
year with those of production in the calendar year is that the 
export of the tea crop produced in the calendar year continues 
well into the next succeeding year. 
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Of the total area of 773,000 acres, for which either 
returns or complete estimates have been received, 
705,700 acres were reported to have been plucked 
during the year, as against 695,900 acres in the preced- 
ing year. On the remaining 67,300 acres, the plants 
were either too young to be plucked or were not 
plucked at all. 


NUMBER AND SIZE OF PLANTATIONS. 

The total number of plantations was 4,623* in 1928, 
as against 4,289 in the preceding year. The planta- 
tions vary greatly in size in the different provinces. 
In Assam 980 plantations are reported to have a total 
area of 427,237 acres under tea in 1928, that is, an 
average of 436 acres per plantation. In Bengal the 
average size of 384 plantations is 524 acres, and in 
Travancore the average area of 116 plantations is 529 
acres. In Mysore, the United Provinces, Bihar and 
Orissa, and Madras the average is much smaller, being 
about 167, 158, 115 and 110 acres respectively. In the 
Punjab, where tea cultivation is conducted on a small 
scale, the average area is 4 acres. These figures, which 
refer to the year 1928, relate only to tea-bearing areas 
and do not include the area in the occupation of 
planters but not under tea cultivation. 


PRODUCTION OF TEA. 

The total production of both black and green tea in 
1928 is reported to have been 403,765,000 lbs. (of which 
black tea represents 399,859,000 Ibs.) divided between 
the different parts of India as shown below :—

The net increase, as compared with the preceding 
year, amounted to 12,845,000 lbs., which was mainly 
contributed by Assam where the outturn was the 
highest attained during the last ten years. It should, 
however, be borne in mind that the above figures 
cannot be taken as quite accurate, for, as already 
stated above under “‘ Area,’’ estimates had to be made 
for as many as 40 gardens for which returns were not 
furnished by planters. 


AVERAGE PRODUCTION PER ACRE. 

The average production of tea per acre varies very 
greatly in the different districts. The following table 
shows the average production of manufactured tea 
(black and green) per acre plucked in each district in

The average production in the whole of India was 
572 lbs. per acre plucked, as against 562 lbs. in the 
previous year. The opening months of the season 
gave promise of an early start. But drought in Sylhet 
checked the outturn during the initial period, and the 
total production up to June was only a moderate one. 
The next few months proved very heavy in production; 
and although the closing two months recorded a de- 
crease, the total outturn during the season showed an 
increase as compared with 1927. The season was, 
however, disappointing from the standpoint of quality. 


GREEN TEA. 


The figures of production given above include both 
black and green tea. The total quantity of green 
tea reported to have been manufactured in the year 
under review was 3,906,000 lbs., as compared with 
4,028,000 Ibs. in 1927. The quantity manufactured 
in each tract in the last two years is stated below: —

* These are not strictly exports by land as they represent 
all the trade registered at selected railway stations adjacent to 
the land frontiers, though a fair portion of them is frontier 
trade proper. The figure for 1925-26 excludes exports from 
Burma, while those for 1926-27, 1927-28 and 1928-29 include 
exports from Burma. A system of estimating the land frontier 
trade from the present statistics of trade at selected railway 
stations adjacent to land frontiers has been evolved this year 
in consultation with the Indian Tea Cess Commissioner, 
according to which the quantity exported by land is estimated 
to have been 5,041,000 Ibs. during 1928-29. 


It should be noted that tea consigned from British 
India to Ceylon is almost entirely transhipped at 
Colombo to other countries and does not appear in the 
Ceylon Customs returns as imports into Ceylon. The 
total exports by sea declined by 2 million lbs., or 
1 per cent. as compared with 1927-28. The decrease 
was mainly in the exports to the United Kingdom, 
Russia, Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, the United States and 
Persia. An increase, on the other hand, occurred in 
shipments to Australia, Canada, China (exclusive of 
Hong Kong and Macao), Arabia, the Bahrein Islands, 
Chile, Greece, Egypt and Georgia. 

Exports to the United Kingdom, the largest pur- 
chaser of Indian tea, declined by 8 million lbs. to 299 
million Ibs. in 1928-29, and those to other European 
countries decreased by 2,141,000 lbs. from 9,168,000 
Ibs. in 1927-28 to 7,027,000 lbs., owing mainly to re- 
duced shipments to Russia which took 4,189,000 lbs. 
in 1928-29 as compared with 6,333,000 Ibs. in the pre- 
ceding year. Exports to African countries increased 
by 14 per cent. to 6,893,000 lbs., owing to larger pur- 
chases by Egypt and East Africa. American countries 
also increased their demands by 5 per cent. to 
20,336,000 Ibs. in 1928-29. Canada took 11 million 
lbs. as against 9 million lbs. in the preceding year. 
Exports to the United States showed a decline of one 
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million Ibs. and amounted to nearly 8 million lbs. as 
compared with 9 million lbs. in 1927-28. Exports to 
Asiatic countries rose by 4 million lbs. to 21 million 
lbs., due mainly to larger shipments to China, Arabia 
and the Bahrein Islands, which almost doubled their 
purchases. Shipments to Australia increased by 
about 3 million lbs. to nearly 6 million lbs. 

It may be interesting to note here that the total 
exports by sea, which increased from 289 million lbs. 
in 1913-14 (the pre-war year) to 379 million lbs. in 
1919-20, the highest on record, declined to less than 
286 million lbs. in 1920-21, which was a bad year for 
the tea trade, but rose again in 1921-22 to 314 million 
lbs. In the following year there was a set-back, 
exports having fallen to the pre-war level of 289 mil- 
lion lbs., but this was followed by a sharp rise to 339 
million lbs. in 1923-24. The improvement was main- 
tained in 1924-25 when the total exports amounted to 
841 million lbs., but in 1925-26 they dropped to 327 
million lbs. In the following vear exports again rose 
and amounted to 350 million lbs., while in 1927-28 
shipments totalled 362 million lbs. In 1928-29 exports 
declined slightly to 360 million lbs.

IcXPORTS OF GREEN AND WASTE TEA. 


The total quantity of Indian green tea exported to 
foreign countries by sea in 1928-29 amounted to 
439,100 lbs., as compared with 945,600 Ibs. in 1927-28. 
Some quantities of green tea are also exported by land 
across the frontier of India, but no accurate statistics 
are available. 

The trade in waste tea fell in 1928-29, exports 
amounting to 3,963,000 lbs., as against 4,115,000 Ibs. 
in 1927-28. Shipments were directed mainly to the 
United States and the United Kingdom. 


Imports oF TEA CHESTS AND MACHINERY. 


The value of tea chests, mainly of wood, imported 
from foreign countries for packing tea, decreased from 
Rs. 72 lakhs in 1927-28 to Rs. 67 lakhs in 1928-29. 
Of these imports, Bengal accounted for Rs. 55 lakhs 
and Madras for the remainder. The United Kingdom 
supplied chests worth Rs. 56 lakhs, Estonia Rs. 6 
lakhs, Germany Rs. 2 lakhs and Finland and Russia 
Rs. llakh each. Imports of tea machinery were valued 
at Rs. 40 lakhs, as against Rs. 36 lakhs in 1927-28. 
The United Kingdom supplied machinery worth Rs. 38 
lakhs and Ceylon to the value of Rs. 1 lakh in 1928-29.

LABOUR AND CAPITAL. 


The total number of persons employed in the industry 
in 1928 was returned at 906,787, of whom 831,438 were 
permanently employed and 75,349 temporarily em- 
ployed. Compared with the figures of the previous 
year, there was an increase of 31,887 permanent em- 
ployees, and 7,904 temporary hands. 

According to the returns furnished by registrars of 
joint stock companies, the capital of joint stock com- 
panies engaged in the tea industry during 1928 
amounted to Rs. 48 crores or about £36 millions 
(Rs. 134 = £1), viz:—

RUPEE PURCHASE OF GOVERNMENT 


STORES. 


With reference to the introduction of the scheme of 
rupee purchase of Government Stores in India H.M. 
Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has forwarded copy 
of a Resolution of the Government of India (Depart- 
ment of Industries and Labour, New Delhi, Decem- 
ber 12, 1929), together with the Rules in their final 
form. 

These will come into force on January 1, 1931, 
although it is stated that in the interval stores may 
be purchased in accordance with these rules whenever 
it is found convenient to do so. The terms of the 
Resolution and of the Rules for the Supply of Articles 
for the Public Service are as follows: — 


RESOLUTION. 


In tkeir Resolution No. §.-217, dated September 13, 
1928, which was published in Part I. of the *‘ Gazette 
of India ’’ of September 15, 1928, the Government of 
India announced their decision to replace the existing 
arrangements for the supply of articles for the public 
service by a system of rupee tenders for delivery in 
India and published for criticism draft rules which had 
been framed to give effect to that policy. 


After careful consideration of the criticisms received 
from the various Chambers of Commerce and other 
representative industrial and commercial organisa- 
tions, the Governor-General-in-Council is pleased to 
direct that the rules appended to this Resolution shall 
regulate the purchase of stores by all Departments 
and officers of the Central Government and of the 
Provinces other than Governors’ provinces with effect 
from January 1, 1931. In the interval stores may be 
purchased in accordance with these rules whenever it 
is found convenient to do so. 


OrpEr.—Ordered that this Resolution be communi- 
cated to all minor local Governments, the several De- 
partments of the Government of India (including the 
Financial Adviser, Military Finance), and Private and 
Military Secretaries to His Excellency the Viceroy, all 
Heads of Departments and Officers subordinate to the 
Department of Industries and Labour, the Auditor- 
General, the Financial Adviser (Posts and Telegraphs), 
and the Audit Officer, Indian Stores Department. 


ORDERED also that the Resolution be communicated 
to the High Commissioner for India and to all 
Chambers of Commerce and that it be published in the 
Supplement to the ‘‘ Gazette of India ’’ for general 
information.

SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE IN DECEMBER. 


The Standard Bank of South Africa, Limited, announce

The Department of Customs estimates the total imports 
through all Union ports, for the month of December, at 
£5,848,826, against £6,904,740, audited corresponding 
month of 1928, and exports (excluding gold and diamonds), 
£5,259,744, against £5,320,453, audited corresponding 
month last year. The value of gold and specie exported 
was as follows :—£3,837,762, as against £2,640,255 for the 
corresponding month of the previous year. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


According to cabled advice to the High Commissioner for 
the Union in London from the Department of Agriculture, 
Pretoria, the following quantities of South Africa produce 
were shipped to various United Kingdom ports during the 
week ended December 21:—Wool, scoured, 662 bales, grease, 
9,295 bales; mohair, 389 bales; hides, dry, 268 bales; sheep- 
skins, 212 bales; goatskins, 38 bales; wattlebark, 55 tons; 
eggs, 4,135 cases; maize, 4,133 bags; maize meal, 3,677 
bags; chop, 1,500 bags; and grits, 2,360 bags. 

In addition the following boxes of deciduous fruit were 
dispatched on December 27:—Plums, 52,605; peaches, 
33,872; apricots, 447; nectarines, 301; pears, 181; and 
granadillas, 7. 





GOLD COAST COCOA EXPORTS. 


Shipments of cocoa from Gold Coast Colony in December 
totalled 29,563 tons, reports the Gold Coast Government 
Commercial Intelligence Bureau in London. This compares 


with 34,557 tons in the previous month and 41,38] tons in - 


December, 1928. Total exports last year amounted to 
232,488 tons, against 219,822 tons in 1928. 

Of the December shipments 7,131 tons were dispatched 
to the United Kingdom, 8,393 tons to the United States, 
5,931 tons to Holland and 4,857 tons to Germany.

INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, Cal- 
cutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Commissioner 
in London on the season and crops for the week ended 
on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL. 


Calcutta, January 6.—During the week ended January 5 
rainfall was light in places; elsewhere the weather was 


generally dry. 
Crops. 


Madras, December 28.—During the past week rainfall 
has been moderate in parts of the Carnatic and the south 
of the Presidency. The condition of standing crops is fair 
to good. 





NOTES—Continued. 





Bibar and Orissa, December 30.—Rainfall has been 
general throughout, except in Bhagalpur, being heavy in 
Gaya, Manbhum and parts of Ranchi and Hazaribugh and 
light to moderate elsewhere. Standing rabi has generally 
benefited and the condition of winter paddy is generally 
good. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur the sky has been cloudy; sugar cane is thriving. 


Central Provinces, December 30.—The weather was cloudy 
during the first half of the week and clear and cool there- 
after. Rainfall has been light to moderate throughout 
the Provinces, except in parts of four districts. The rain 
has been very beneficial to the rabi crops, the condition of 
which is satisfactory. Rain is needed in Hoshangabad, 
Nimar, Betul and parts of Berar. In the Feudatory States 
the rainfall has been good and the condition of the rabi 
crops is good. 


Bengal, January 1.—There have been light and scattered 
showers over the greater part of the West and North; prac- 
tically no rain has fallen elsewhere. The condition of stand- 
ing spring crops is fair. 


Punjab, December 30.—Light rain has fallen in parts of 
the South-Eastern, Sub-Montane, Central and North- 
Western districts, but more rain is still needed in parts. 
The condition and prospects of standing irrigated crops are 
average to good and of unirrigated crops below the average 
to average. In parts of the West crops have been damaged 
somewhat by locusts. 


Assam, January 6.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop outturn prospects are fair. 





UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


A cable received by the London office of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York reports that Christmas buying 
in the United States is reported as equal to that of the 
previous year, except as regards high-priced goods; in- 
ventory-taking, however, made wholesale and jobbing trade 
less active. Activity in the heavy industries is somewhat 
lower. Storms throughout the country have retarded busi- 
ness in some lines, but others are unchanged. 


Consumption of electrical energy by manufacturing plants 
in November, 1929, was 8-7 per cent. below the pre- 
vious month and 7-8 per cent. under November, 
1928. Sales of life insurance in 1929 are estimated at 8 per 
cent. above 1928 and 90 per cent. above 1921. Railway 
freight loadings in 1929 were 2-7 per cent. above 1928 and 
2:3 per cent. over 1927. 


Professor Irving Fisher’s wholesale commodity prices for 
the week ended December 28 was 93-1, against 92°8 the 
week before and 92-6 two weeks earlier. November employ- 
ment fell 3-1 per cent. below October, and pay rolls de- 
clined 6:8 per cent.

INDUSTRIAL AND BUSINESS SITUATION. 


IMPERIAL AND FOREIGN TRADE—Continued. 





Although there may be a mild recession during the winter 
months, there are no basic factors in the situation that 
suggest lack of strength in the business structure. Even as 
late as November 1 the volume of employment throughout 
the country had shown less than the normal seasonal 
decline. The level of employment on November 1, 1929, 
was higher than on November 1, 1928. Canada is more 
dependent upon foreign markets than is the United States. 
The great decline in security markets in the United States 
has brought about an easing of the credit situation 
throughout the world. The buying power of many coun- 
tries should show substantial improvement during the 
coming year, and this improvement in world buying power 
will have a beneficial influence on Canadian exports. 


In view of all these facts there can be no question that 
the prospects for the continuation of the balanced expan- 
sion in the manufacturing, mining and agricultural activi- 
ties of Canada during the next few years are as good as 
they have been at any. time in the past. 


SMALL REDUCTION IN EMPLOYMENT. 


The High Commissioner of Canada in London states that 
reports to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics indicate that 
7,043 firms employed on November 1 last 1,082,576 persons, 
a seasonal reduction of only 8,270 as compared with 
October 1. Curtailment was reported in construction and 
manufacturing, as is usual in the autumn months, but 
logging, mining and trade reported the usual considerable 
improvement. Increased employment was registered in the 
Maritime Provinces and Quebec as compared _ with 
October 1, but the tendency was downward in Ontario, the 
Prairie Provinces and British Columbia. 





KENYA AND UGANDA. 


TEXTILE IMPORTS, JANUARY-AUGUST, 1929. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in East Africa has forwarded 
particulars of the imports of cotton piece-goods and artifi- 
cial silk piece-goods into Kenya and Uganda during the 
periods January-August, 1929 and 1928, as under :— 




















The situation in Canada is not unlike that which exists 
in the United States, states the Royal Bank of Canada in 
summing up its views of the business situation throughout 
the Dominion. 


In both countries the recent decline in security prices is 
likely to have a somewhat depressing influence. The record 
level of automobile production that characterised the early 
part of the year could not be maintained. In Canada there 
is the additional factor that the uncertainty in regard to 
the ultimate return that will be received for the wheat 
that is now in storage is likely to have a disturbing in- 
fluence upon business activity. 


As observers in the United States have distinguished 
between the present decline in security prices and those 
other declines which have followed periods of price inflation 
and over-extension of business, so it should be possible to 
draw the same distinctions in Canada. Price levels in 
Canada are well in line with price levels in other parts of 
the world. Inventories are small; manufacturing concerns 
are in an excellent financial position. Easier credit should 
encourage building and expansion during the coming year.

The increase in the imports, as compared with October, 
was mainly of raw materials and semi-manufactured goods, 
of which there was an advance of 51-3 million marks. There 
were also advances in imports of cotton (37-4 million mks.), 
mineral oils, hides, foodstuffs (16-6 million mks.), wheat 
(7°8 million mks.), fruit, fish and barley. The import of 
butter and eggs declined. There was also a decline in the 
import of finished articles by 12°8 million mks., chiefly under 
the headings motor vehicles and motor cycles (4:3 million 
mks.), and woollen yarns. 


Export TRADE. 


The heavy reduction in exports (72°4 million mks.), which 
was partly seasonal, comes mainly under the heading of 
finished goods. The chief reductions were in textile goods 
(22-9 million mks.), rolling mill products and other iron 
goods (16-9 million mks.), machines, electro-technical pro- 
ducts, furs, sulphate of potash, and marine vessels. There 
was also a reduction of 18°5 million mks. in exports of food- 
stuffs, chiefly of wheat, oats and rye, together 17°1 million 
mks. In the reduced export of raw materials and semi- 


manufactured articles, which declined by 9°7 million mks.,. 


sulphate of ammonia (5 million mks.) and coal and coke 
(3°5 million mks.) were the chief items. 





SWEDEN. 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN SECOND HALF 
OF 1929. 


The Swedish Consul-General in London reports that the 
critical position which developed in the United States during 
the early autumn naturally affected Sweden. The Bank rate 
was raised by 1 per cent. on September 27, the same day as 
the English Bank rate was raised. At.the same time, the 
joint stock banks increased their interest rates on the more 
important accounts, though by only 4 per cent. The Stock 
Exchange was also affected by the catastrophe on the New 
York Exchange, but the decline in prices was not serious as 
far as Swedish securities were concerned. 


The tendency towards a gradual improvement in the posi- 
tion of the iron industry, which could be discerned during 
the first half of last year, maintained itself during the 
greater part of the third quarter, but during the month of 
September a certain weakness became apparent, chiefly as 
regards sales abroad. It was, however, to be observed that, 
during the third quarter, taken as a whole, the production 
of Swedish iron was considerably greater than during the 
corresponding quarter of 1928, and that the export was also 
greater. 


Sales in the saw-mill industry were fairly satisfactory. 
At the end of October the total quantity sold was 
about 1,080,000 standards, or about 100,000 standards more 
than in the corresponding period of 1928. Prices for timber, 
however, were as favourable as the sales. The autumn was 
characterised by falling quotations, so that the level of 
prices, which were already unsatisfactory, showed a further 
depreciation. 


The pulp market continued to show favourable develop- 
ment for the most part. This was especially so with regard

to unbleached sulphite, practically none of this production, 
and only about a third of that estimated for 1930, remaining 
unsold. 

The freight market was characterised by falling quotations 
for inward freights (grain) and rising quotations for outward 
freights. On an average there was no change in the level of 
freights during the third quarter: during October, however, 
the position tended to weaken.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION. 
(From the High Commissioner of Canada in London.) 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, in a Report on the 
Canadian Iron and Steel Industry, records a slight falling- 


off in pig iron production during October last, but an 


increase of 17 per cent. in steel manufacture, as compared 
with September totals. The output for the first ten 


months of 1929, however, was higher than that for any 
similar period since 1918. 


October production of pig iron totalled 91,409 long tons, 
as compared with 98,816 tons in the previous month and 
93,186 tons in October, 1928. Cumulative production 
during the first ten months amounted to 921,096 tons, an 
increase of 10 per cent. During the month a blast furnace 
at Sydney, Nova Scotia, was banked, there being at the 
end of the month seven furnaces in blast in Canada with 
a total capacity of 2,825 long tons per day, or 68 per cent. 
of the available blast-furnace capacity.

KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN NOVEMBER, 1929. 


(From H.M. Consul-General.) 
HAMBURG. 

There was a slight decrease in the volume of traffic 
during November, 4,837 vessels aggregating 2,274,399 net 
reg. tons passing through the canal, as against 5,105 
vessels of 2,341,380 net reg. tons during the preceding 
month, but compared with November, 1928, there was an 
increase of approximately 20 per cent. The average 
tonnage of ships was 470 net reg. tons, as against 425 net 
reg. tons in November, 1928. Steamers and motor vessels 
represented 92°57 per cent. of the total traffic and vessels 
with cargo accounted for 81-09 per cent. 

Of the 4,837 vessels 2,670 were registered as sea-going 
steamers aggregating 2,083,312 net reg. tons, and of these 
2,509 were cargo and passenger steamers of 2,076,901 net 
reg. tons, 152 tugs of 5,224 net reg. tons, and 9 fishing 
steamers of 108,757 net reg. tons. There were also 1,947 
sailing craft of 108,757 net reg. tons, 168 lighters and 
barges of 60,243 net reg. tons, and 52 naval, service and 
pleasure vessels of 22,087 net reg. tons. 

The vessels were loaded as follows:—10 with passengers, 
26 cattle, 288 coal, 50 stone, 55 iron, 573 timber, 576 grain, 
66 ore, 906 goods in bulk, 1,119 piece-goods, and 78 with 
general cargo, while 1,090 were empty or in ballast.

SWITZERLAND—GERMANY. 


UPPER RHINE IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received from 
the British Legation at Berne a Report by the Swiss 
Federal Waterways Board on the proposed improvement of 
the Rhine between Basle and Strasburg, together with a 
copy of the Federal Message relative to the Germano-Swiss 
Convention concluded for this purpose at Berne on March 
28, 1929. 

The object of the Convention is to determine the condi- 
tions under which the improvement of the Upper Rhine 
between Basle-Istein and Strasburg-Kehl is to be carried 
out, the Convention itself being based on the recommenda- 
tions of the Central Commission for Navigation on the 
Rhine. The cost of the scheme is placed at 66 million 
Swiss francs, of which 60 per cent. will be borne by 
Switzerland and 40 per cent. by Germany, the expenditure 
being spread over a period of ten years. 

The work between the two points referred to above is 
necessary in order to remove the existing obstacles to 
shipping and permit the Rhine to be navigated under more 
favourable conditions than at present. The greatest of 
these obstacles, viz., the rocky ledge across the bed of the 
river at Istein, will be entirely avoided as soon as the 
first section of the ‘‘ Grand Canal d’Alsace,’’ which is 
being built in connection with the Kembs power scheme, 
is opened to shipping, presumably in 1932 or 1933. The 
work will therefore extend from the mouth of this canal 
below Istein down to Strasburg, and will aim at creating a 
channel of a uniform width of 250 ft. and a depth of 
83 ft., which will be open, it is anticipated, to navigation 
during at least 300 days per annum. 

At present, the Rhine is seldom navigable up to Basle 
during more than 120 to 150 days per annum. Under un- 
favourable conditions, such as occurred in 1928, the period 
of navigation may be reduced to as little as six weeks, 
the Port of Basle relying, in such a case, almost exclusively 
on the traffic borne by the ‘‘ Canal d’Huningue,’’ which is 
a branch of the French ‘‘ Canal du Rhone au Rhin.’’ 

With the opening of the Rhine to shipping for a longer 
period than at present, the harbour arrangements at 
Basle, which can easily deal with at least 14 million tons 
of goods per annum, will be utilised to their full capacity, 
and will thus earn a return on the capital of 50 million frs. 
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invested in equipment ashore and afloat. Since the. open- 
ing of the Rhine to navigation in 1903, the highest figure 
on record for shipping entered or cleared at Basle is that 
for 1927, with 740,000 tons. 

During the first eleven months of the present year, 
572,283 tons of merchandise were handled at the port as 
compared with 421,399 tons in the corresponding period of 
1928. Out of these totals 564,960 tons and 398,307 tons 
respectively were.for canal-borne traffic, shipping on the 
Rhine itself having accounted for only 7,323 tons and 
23,092 tons respectively.

IMPORT AND EXPORT PROHIBITIONS. 


INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION FOR 
ABOLITION. 


As announced in the “ B.T.J.’’ of July 26, 1928 (page 120), 
an International Convention for the Abolition of Import and 
Export Prohibitions and Restrictions and a Supplementary 
Agreement thereto were signed at Geneva on November 8, 
1927, and July 11, 1928, respectively. H.M. The King, in 
due course, ratified the Convention and its Supplementary 
Agreement in respect of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 16, 
1929, page 620). 

Under the terms of the Supplementary Agreement it was 
necessary, in order that the Convention should be brought 
into force on January 1, 1930, that eighteen ratifications 
should be deposited with the League of Nations by Septem- 
ber 30, 1929. That number of ratifications was not obtained 
by that date, but subsequent ratifications brought the 
number up to eighteen. Though the requisite number of 
ratifications was thus reached, several of these ratifications 
were conditional on ratification by certain other countries, 
some of which have so far failed to ratify the Convention. 

In these circumstances a further Conference was held at 
Paris from December 5 to December 20, at which H.M. Gov- 
ernment were represented by Sir Sydney Chapman, K.C.B. 
At that Conference the following decisions, which were em- 
bodied in a Protocol, were arrived at by the representatives 
of nineteen countries :— 

(1) That the Convention should be formally brought 
into force between the signatories to the Protocol on 
January 1, 1930; 

(2) That those countries signatory to the Protocol 
which have made their ratification of the Convention 
conditional on the ratification of other countries which 
have not so far ratified, should not be bound (unless they 
elect to remain so bound) by the provisions of the Con- 
vention after July 1, 1930, unless the last-mentioned 
countries shall also have ratified the Convention by that 
date. 

(3) Any of the signatories may withdraw from the 
obligations of the Convention on June 30, 1931, or on the 
same date in 1932, 1933 or 1934, unless in the meantime 
the number of States which, before the signature of the 
Protocol, have ratified unconditionally, or with condi- 
tions which have been fulfilled, reaches eighteen. 


Of the countries who participated in the Conference, the 
representatives of the following seventeen have up to the 
present signed the Protocol:—Great Britain, Austria, Bel- 
gium, Denmark, France, Germany, Hungary, Italy, Japan, 
Jugo-Slavia, Luxemburg, the Netherlands, Norway, 
Portugal, Roumania, Switzerland and the United States.

CONVENTION OF COMMERCE AND 
NAVIGATION, 
The Board of Trade are informed that the Convention of 
Commerce and Navigation between Latvia and Turkey 
which was signed on May 28, 1928, and the ratifications 
of which were exchanged on August 17, 1929, came into 
force on September 17. It is in force for an indefinite 
period, subject to three months’ notice of termination by 
either Party. 
Most-favoured-nation treatment is provided for in 
respect of import and export duties and Customs formali- 
ties generally. Internal dues on goods are also to be 
levied on a basis of most-favoured-nation treatment. 
Subject to the usual exceptions, prohibitions or restrictions 
are not to be placed on the importation or exportation of 
goods, save in exceptional circumstances. 
Goods of one Party in transit through the territories 
of the other will receive most-favoured-nation treatment 
and will be exempt from all Customs and other dues, 
except statistical dues, and supervising and administra- 
tive charges. 
National treatment is accorded to the vessels, passengers 
and cargoes of one Party in the ports and territorial 
waters of the other in all matters, excepting the coasting 
trade, fishing, pilotage, and the right to engage in towage 
and other port services reserved for nationals. 
The most-favoured-nation provisions of the treaty are 
not to apply to:— 
(a) Privileges granted to facilitate frontier traffic. 
(b) Privileges resulting from a Customs Union. 
(c) Benefits or privileges in Tariff or other commercial 
matters which result from arrangements between 
Turkey and countries which were detached from 
the Ottoman Empire in 1923. 

(d) Privileges accorded by Latvia to Estonia, Finland, 
Lithuania and Soviet Russia. 

Subject to the laws applicable to all foreigners, nationals 
of the Parties may reside, acquire property and engage in 
commerce and the professions. National treatment is 
granted in legal and taxation matters. Companies are 
accorded the right of carrying on business on a most- 
favoured-nation basis, and the right of acquiring movable 
and immovable property; while in matters of taxation 
they are accorded national treatment.

ASSESSMENT OF TERNEPLATES. 


The ‘‘Indian Trade Journal”? of December 5 contains 
a Customs Ruling (No. 9 of 1929 of the Central Board of 
Revenue, dated November 18) providing that terneplates, 
which are described as steel sheets under 4 inch thick 
coated with an alloy of lead and tin, are assessable under 
the description ‘‘ iron or steel sheets, all other sorts not 
otherwise specified ’’ (ex Tariff No. 148). 





DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN GOODS. 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ’’ of December 5 contains 
two Customs Notifications (Nos. 51 and 52, dated Novem- 
ber 30, 1929), which exempt the following from duty on 
importation into British India, viz.:—Living plants; and 
apparatus specially designed for testing milk and other 
dairy produce.

IMPORT, EXPORT AND SALE OF POISONS AND 
DRUGS. 


The ‘‘ Ceylon Government Gazette’’ of October 11 
contains an Ordinance (No. 17 of 1929) which consolidates 
and amends the law relating to the import, export, sale, 
etc., of poisons, opium and dangerous drugs in the Colony. 
This Ordinance, which is to come into operation on a day 
to be appointed by Proclamation, was put forward in draft 
form in August, 1927, and a notification to that effect was 
published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 17, 1927 (page 523).

MARKING REQUIREMENTS ON ENTRY OF 
CERTAIN GOODS. 


The following is the text of a Notice, No. 21, issued by the 
Irish Free State Reverue Commissioners, regarding the 
showing of the country of origin on entries for specified 
goods imported into the Free State :— 


ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENTS ON CusToMS ENTRIES FOR 
CERTAIN IMPORTED Goops. 


Importers, agents and other persons concerned are in- 
formed that, as from January 1, 1930, inclusive, all Customs 
entries for imported bacon, butter, wheat, wheaten flour, 
maize, wines, cement for building, touring motor cars, com- 
mercial motor vehicles, outer covers for motor car tyres, 
must show the country of origin or production in addition to 
the other particulars required by the official forms of entry. 
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This information must be shown immediately below the 
description of the goods on the entry form. 

The expression ‘‘ Country of Origin or Production” 
means, in the case of natural products, the country where 
the goods were produced, and, in the case of manufactured 
products, the country where they were transformed into the 
condition in which they are introduced into Saorstat 
Eireann, it being understood that repacking, sorting and 
blending do not constitute transformation. 





MONTSERRAT. 





APPLICATION OF BRITISH PREFERENTIAL 
TARIFF TO BLENDED TEA. 


An additional Regulation was made by the Governor-in- 
Council on October 30, 1929, to the Preferential Tariff Regu- 
lations of 1928, which makes provision for the certification 
for Preferential Tariff purposes of blended tea intended for 
importation into the Colony. 

The new Regulation is in the same form as that already 
adopted for the same purpose by several of the British West 
Indian Colonies, particulars of which were published in the 
‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 24, 1929 (page 491), in a notice relating 
to British Honduras.

TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 


The Board of Trade have now received copy of the Resolu- 
tion passed by the Legislative Council on November 29, 1929, 
which made certain changes in the Customs Tariff of the 
Colony, reference to which was made in the ‘ B.T.J.”’ of 
December 5, 1929, page 675. The full text of the Resolution 
is as follows :— 

That the Customs Duties Ordinance, Chapter 195, shall, 
on and after this date, be amended in the following 
respects :— 


(a) the Surtax of 74 per centum imposed by Resolution of 
this Council dated December 12, 1924, on the duties 
payable on all Tariff Items except Nos. 41 (d), 44 
(c) and (e), 66 (a) and 102 (a) to (f) be repealed. 


(b) the undermentioned articles be placed on the Free List 
(Second Schedule) :— 


Bags, shooks for puncheons, tierces, hogsheads, 
barrels, casks, boxes, crates and other packages or 
parts thereof used in packing the agricultural 
products of the Colony.

EXPORTATION OF DECIDUOUS AND 
SUB-TROPICAL FRUIT. 


Government Notice No. 1961, issued on November 1, 1929, 
contains the text of revised regulations regarding the ex- 
portation from the Union of deciduous and sub-tropical 
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fruit. These regulations, which differ little from those for- 
merly in force, prescribe the grades, sizes, standards, and 
general conditions to which such fruit intended for export 
must conform and make provision for the inspection and for 
the branding and labelling of containers. 


The goods affected are apples, pears, peaches, nectarines, 
apricots, plums, grapes, mangoés, granadillas, tomatoes, 
melons, strawberries and pineapples.

ALGERIA. 


CERTAIN INTERNAL DUTIES INCREASED. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) of December 27 and 30 
contains three Decrees which increase the internal duties 
levied on certain goods in Algeria, including the Southern 
Territories. 


Tobacco.—From January 1 the fixed consumption duty is 
increased from 13 to 17 francs per kilog. net for cigars 
and from 13 to 23 frs. per kilog. net for all other manufac- 
tured tobacco. 


The ad valorem duties which are levied in addition to the 
fixed duty have been increased to the following :— 


Cigars : — 


15 per cent. of the portion of the sale price to the 
consumer (including taxes) from 50°01 to 80 frs. 
(inclusive). 

30 per cent. of the portion of this price from 80-01 to 
200 frs. (inclusive). 

40 per cent. of the portion of this price exceeding 
200 frs. 


All other manufactured tobacco:—50 per cent. of the 


portion of the sale price to the consumer (including 


taxes) exceeding 35 frs. per kilog. 


Motor Spirit.—The internal tax on petroleum spirit or 
other mineral spirit and on products used as fuel in vehicles 
with engines is increased from 15 to 20 frs. per hectolitre. 


Tyres.—The internal tax on unmanufactured tyre treads 
of rubber, inner tubes, and solid cushion or pneumatic tyres, 
unmanufactured, worked or finished, is increased from 400 
to 500 frs. per 100 kilogs. 


Lighters.—The internal taxes on lighters, etc., are in- 
creased as follows :— 


Lighters of less than 10 cm. :— 
Of common metal—from 2 to 5 frs. each. 
Of silver—from 5 to 30 frs. each. . 


Of gold or platinum—from 20 to 120 frs. each. 


Lighters of more than 10 cm. :— 
Of common metal—from 5 to 10 frs. each. 
Of silver—from 10 to 60 frs. each. 
Of gold or platinum—from 40 to 240 frs. each. 


“SEA OCTROI” DUTIES. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) of December 21 contains 
a Decree, dated December 18, which continues the operation 
of the Algerian ‘‘sea octroi’’ duties for a further two 
years from January 1, with the following increases in re- 
spect of coffee and sugar, viz. :— 


Coffee—from 40 to 50 frs. per 100 kilogs. 
Raw sugar for refining—from 25 to 30 frs. per 100 kilogs. 
(expressed as refined sugar). 


Refined or agglomerated sugar, raw sugar for direct con- 
sumption and sugar candy—from 25 to 30 frs. per 100 
kilogs. (actual weight).

H.M. Consul! at San José has forwarded copy of a recent 
Decree which provides that machinery for cleaning coffee, 
rice and cacao, hitherto dutiable at 2 cents (U.S. gold) per 
kilog., may be imported into Costa Rica duty-free. 

A further Decree fixes the duties on the undermentioned

FINLAND. 


INCREASED CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


H.M. Minister at Helsingfors reports, by cable, that the 
Finnish Government have increased the Customs duties on 
some 70 of the so-called ‘‘ starred ’’ items in the Customs 
Tariff, as from January 1. The chief increases affect motor 
cars, gramophones and some “ luxury ’”’ goods; and some 
textile goods and rubber goods are also affected, although 
perhaps to a less extent. 


Particulars of the principal Tariff changes are given in 
the statement printed below, which, being based on tele- 
graphic information, may not be correct in all details. 
Further particulars of the increases will be given in the 
‘‘B.T.J.’’ as soon as the information is received in the 
Board of Trade.

Act, 1929, it is provided that where any shares of a company 
are issued for the purpose of raising money to defray the 
expenses of the construction of any works or buildings or the 
provision of any plant which cannot be made profitable for a 
lengthened period the company may pay interest on so much 
of that share capital as is for the time being paid up for the 
period and subject to the conditions and restrictions in that 
Section mentioned and may charge the sum so paid by way 
of interest to capital as part of the cost of construction of 
the work or building or the provision of plant provided that 
inter alia the rate of interest shall in no case exceed 4 per 
cent. per annum or such other rate as may for the time being 
be prescribed by Order in Council :

Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods;
